This re- 
markable ducline in the export of un- 
manufactured tobacco was the result of 
tho decree of May, 1896, forbidding 
tobacco leaf exports except to Spain.

'MILK IN.;HOT WEATHER. 


|i«r tte KaaaVf Station Kaopi It Sweot 


•With Ciro FoMlblo on Any Farm. 


• Many.- :patrcns of creameries '-and 
cheese, factories'cannot keop -their milk 
sweet for tho -daily; delivery, and more 
lose Saturday night's and Sunday, morn-, 
ing's milk—one-seventh of their entire 
product. This loss, tha Kansas experi- 
ment station asserts, is .-unnecessary 
and can be prevented by care that can 
be given on any farm, which is as fol- 
lows : 


The enuring of ailk is caused by bac- 


teria which are in the dirt on tho cow's 
udder, milk&r's hands, pails, strainer 
and cans and in tho dust in the air. 
0nder favorablo conditions these bac- 
teria doublo every 20 minutes, and a 
single germ in a pail of warm milk in- 
creasss to 8 germs in an hour, 64 in 2 
hours, 4,096 in 4 hours, and at'the end 
of 12 hours if .the growth was uncheck- 
ed it would require H figures to write 
the number of bacteria springing from 
a single germ. With 'careless milking 
500,000 germs havo been found in a cu- 
bic inch of fresh milt. 


Tho first step in keeping milk sweet 


is to get it clean—i. o.,- free from bac- 
teria'. Clean dairy utensils by rinsing 
in lukewarm water, then thoroughly 
scrub in hot water aud scald with boil- 
ing-water or steam and expose to tbo 
sunlight. Boiling water and sunlight 
kill the germs found in dirt in pails and 
cans. Just before milking iho milker 
should wash his hands in hot water, as 
the dirt on-the hands in full of germs. 


Wo milk in a pail that, has a top sol- 


dered to the sides. In the top a sis inch 
hole is cut, into which fits a strainer. 
•Tho strainer is taken out to be washed, 
aud tho opening gives room for wash- 
ing tha pail., This pail keeps bacteria 
in tho toe dust from the cow's bcdy 
from getting in the milk. Brush the 
cow's udder with a damp cloth just bo- 
fore milking and milk in a place free 
from dust, Strain'the milk through the" 
ordinary wire screen and through one 
thickness'of canton flannel or ' four 
thicknesses cf cheesecloth, treating tho j 
cloth with boiling • water-just before1 


using. This method will givo milk 
with few germs. 


Cool milk as soon as drawn, for if 


kept- 20 or 30 minutes before cooling 
tho souring germs in it may double. 
Tbe colder milk-is kept tho longer it 
will keep sweet. Milk held'at 4.0 de- 
grees has been kept sweet-'a woek_in 
August. The germs which sour milk 
grow best at blood heat, at 60 degrees 
growth is slow, nt 50 very slow and at 
39 it stops, Water in Kansas wells 
stands at about C7 degrees. With it 
clean milk can be cooled and held at 
00 degrees and kept swost easily 30 to 
48 hours in our hottest weather. Tho 
best method of cooling is to use a cooler 
in which the milk flows over a chilled 
surface in drops, cooling each drop 
thoroughly and quickly. 


After the milk is coolod put the cans 


containing it iu a tank of cold water 
and keep at GO degrees or less. If the 
dairyman bos a windmill, this is easily 
done by letting a small stream of fresh 
water flow through the tank. At the 
Agricultural college milk is kept gwd 
48 hours without either ice or windmill. 
Tbo milk is cooled to CO degrees on a 
cooler with well wnter. put in 40 quart 
cans and the cans set in half barrels 
filled with well water. Tho barrels are 
packed with chaff arid tho water changed 
night and morning. Dairymen living a 
long distance from tho creamery or hav- 
ing little milk can'follow the-college 
methods and delivar their milk in good 
condition every-other day, saving a 
heavy expense for hauling. 


In delivering to the creamery have- a 


cover on th'o wagon, cover tho cans with 
a wet blanket, over which put a dry 
cover. This will hold the temperature 
down until tho • milk arrives at tho 
creamery. July 26 we made on exam- 
ination of tho milk delivered at a cream- 
ery and found tho lowest temperature 
to be 71 degrees, while three--fourtba of 
the patrons delivered milk at 80 degrees 
or higher, one patron's milk standing 
at 97 degrees. At such temperatures 
milk might leave the farm sweet and 
arrive at the creamery sour. Milk car- 
ried in a covered wagon, but without 
blankets over tho cans, raised 10 de- 
grees in hauling 1H miles.

How Wheat SHould Go Into the Winter. 


Winter should find tho wheat plaut 


strong, well and deeply rooted and with 
sufficient leiwes to fill tho drill furrows 
full. Whon it goas into the winter iu 
this condition, the chances are good 
that harvest time will find a full crop 
of well filled heads of plump grain. 
For-fitJing land for cowing I know o£ 
no better tools than tho disk and har- 
row. After the laud is plowed—which 
must be dono early to be done well—re- 
peated disking and harrowing wi,ll re- 
duce tho surface to.the proper degree of 
fineness and at tho same time pack tho 
Eoil just right to insure quick germina- 
tion and a strong growth. Most farmurs 
stop working the eoil just as soon as 
they get it fairly level—just when it is 
in tbo best condition for working. It 
should be harrowed and disked and 
plunked (uot rolled) until it is as fmo 
as a garden.—P. Gruudy in Farm and 
Firesida.

Foddor Corn.

May, as it should be, tho early days of 
September will seo it at its bast either 
for soiling or for cured corn or for tho 
eilo, says American Cultivator.
